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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The rejection under 35 USC 1 12(2) is maintained. The recitation of "the strip" is a structure different from the 
"corrugated" and "flat" strips. 

Applicant's remarks with respect to the anticpatory rejection in view of Haushalter are not persuasive. The claims 
do not recite the degree of "flexibility" of the strips. Inherently, the device of Haushalter meets the instant invention 
as claimed. Furthermore, the environment of Haushalter is the same as applicant's invention, and require the same 
space and heat exchange requirements. 

Applicant's remarks with respect to the obviousness rejection in view of Haushalter and Takahashi are not 
persuasive. The primary reference of Haushalter discloses similar structure except the strip thickness. The 
secondary reference of Takahashi teaches a strip thickness of 20 to 100 micrometers to achieve a desired heat 
exchange. The thickness also provides flexibility for thermal expansion and contraction. 

Although Kojima et al is a cited reference, its disclosure is not applicable to the instant rejection.
